2. That we hereby pledge Bishop E. E. Hoss and Rev. A. E. Clement our hearty co- 
operation in their effort to raise funds for the establishment of this institution and 
the erection of the first building during the year 1910. 

3. That we not only throw open our Churches, Sunday schools, and Epworth Leagues 
to the leaders of this movement in their effort to raise the necessary $200,000 within 
the next six months, but we gladly tender our assistance as pastors and laymen in 
every possible way toward the achievement of this result. 

4. That we reaffirm the action of the former Annual Conference held at McMinn- 

ville indorsing the suggestion of Bishop Hoss to hold a Hospital Day each year in 
every church of our Conference, on which occasion a sermon will be preached and 
literature distributed, and that the fourth Sunday in November, or as near thereto 
as possible, be set apart as that day.

— Greetings, with expressions of love and esteem, were received 
from the Tennessee Baptist Convention, in session at Nashville, Tennessee; also 
from the Synod of Tennessee of the Presbyterian Church in the United States,, 
in session at the Woodland Street Presbyterian Church, Nashville, Tennessee. 
The Secretary was instructed to make suitable reply. 

The communication from our Baptist brethren was as follows : 

Greetings. Read Ephesians vi. 23, 24. “Peace be to the brethren, and love witl»- 
faith, from God the Father and the Lord Jesus Christ. Grace be with all them that 
love our Lord Jesus Christ in sincerity. Amen.” 
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Bishop Hoss requested permission to suggest a reply, which was as follows : 
k l here is one body, and one Spirit, even as ye are called in one hope of your call- 
ing; one Lord, one faith, one baptism, one God and Father of all, who is above 
all, and through all, and in you all.” (Eph. iv. 4-6.) 

The communication from our Presbyterian brethren was: 

Head Romans xv. 13. “Now the God of hope fill you with all joy and peace in be- 
lieving. that ye may abound in hope, through the power of the Holy Ghost.” 

ihe Secretary was again instructed to make suitable reply, and Bishop Hoss 
asked the privilege of suggesting the following: “For 1 am persuaded, that nei- 
ther death, nor life, nor angels, nor principalities, nor powers, nor things present, 
nor things to come, nor height, nor depth, nor any other creature, shall be able 
to separate us from the love of God, which is in Christ Jesus our Lord.” (Rom. 
viii. 38, 39.) 

A collection was taken by Bishop Hoss for the Federal Council of the Churches 
of Christ in America amounting to $120. 

Delegates to General Conference. — The hour having arrived for the elec- 
tion of delegates to the General Conference, the following tellers were appointed : 
For the clergy, R. J. Craig, E. B. Chappell, E. P. Anderson, and T. W. Noland; 
for the laymen, W. C. Dibrell, 0. K. Holladay, A. P. Jackson, and C. L. Cooper. 
A\ . H. Johnston was named as Secretary for the clerical vote, and Paul B. Kern 
for the lay vote. The Bishop announced that the membership of the Conference 
entitled us to live clerical and five lay delegates. The first ballot was taken, and, 
on motion, the tellers and secretaries were instructed to retire and count the 
vote. 

Introductions. — Dr. W. W. Pinson, Assistant Secretary of the Board of Mis- 
sions. Dr. G. B. W inton. Editor of the Christian Advocate , Professor Andres 
Osuna, and Dr. John R. Nelson, Secretary for the Home Department of the 
Board of Missions, were introduced, and all these brethren made entertaining 
and helpful addresses to the Conference. 

John R. Stewart read a memorial to the General Conference on the subject 
of the “Superannuate Endowment Fund.” This paper was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Memorials. 

The tellers reported the result of the first ballot for lay delegates. Number 
of votes cast, 36 ; necessary to elect, 19. R. H. Peoples received 22 votes ; T. A. 
Embry, 22; 0. K. Holladay, 21; F. P. McWhirter, 17; J. H. Kirkland, 13; 
W. T. Rogers, 12; 0. W. Patton, 10; W. R. Webb, 7; J. W. Irwin, 7; J. L. 
Parkes, 5; F. M. Massey, 5; R. H. Pickering, 5; J. G. Pickering, 4; P„ P. 
Pickard, 3 ; J. W. Cecil, 3 ; A. P. Jackson, 3 ; C. L. Cooper, 2 ; A. A. Patterson, 2 ; 
several others, 1 each. R. H. Peoples, T. A. Embry, and 0. K. Holladay were 
declared elected, and a second ballot was taken for two additional delegates.

The overture from the General Conference to the Annual Conferences on the 
subject of the change of phraseology of Article XXIII. of our creed for the 
Churches in mission fields was submitted to the Conference, with the result as 
follows : For the proposed change, 183 ; against the change, 0. 

Methodist Training School. — A report of the Methodist Training School 
was presented by J. E. McCulloch, and referred to the Board of Education. 

Centennial of Tennessee Conference. — The following paper was adopted: 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON CENTENNIAL OF TENNESSEE CONFERENCE. 

Your committee appointed to consider and arrange for tlie Centennial of Tennessee 
Methodism in<1912 beg leave to report as follows: 

1. We recommend that the session of the Tennessee Conference in 1912 should, if 
possible, be held at or near Fountain Head, the historic spot around which so many 
memories cluster. 

2. That it be made a great occasion for preaching, for the reading of historic papers, 
and for the laying of such plans for the extension of the kingdom of God in our midst 
and in all the world as Methodism stands for. 

3. That a program be prepared which shall provide for the celebration of this Cen- 
tennial and the accomplishment of these objects. 

4. The committee respectfully requests, in case the Conference sees fit to continue 

it, that some member of the Conference be appointed to fill the vacancy left by the 
death of Dr. D. C. Keiley, and at the same time that authority be given the committee 
to add to its number such names as may be necessary to the carrying out of the work 
committed to its hands.

Introductions. — The following brethren were introduced to the Conference: 
Rev. W. J. McMillan, pastor of the Presbyterian Church of Franklin ; Rev. Y. H. 
Tanaka, teacher in the Kwansei Gakuin at Kobe, Japan, who addressed the Con- 
ference on the work in Japan; W. R. Hamilton, of the Anti-Saloon League of 
Tennessee; Dr. K. S. Howlett, of Franklin, representing the Anti-Tuberculosis 
Campaign, who spoke to the Conference. 

Following the address of Dr. Howlett, W. R. Lambuth presented the following 
resolutions, which were adopted : 

Whereas a national and world-wide cooperative effort is being made to stamp out 
tuberculosis, the great white plague; and whereas the Tennessee Conference in its 
annual session at McMinnville, in 1908, took action favorable to cooperation with the 
International Anti-Tuberculosis Committee and with the local representatives of the 
movement; therefore be it 
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Resolved: 1. That we have heard Dr. Howlett with pleasure, and renew our pledge of 
assistance in any way that may be feasible, recommending at the same time the con- 
tinuation of the committee for another year. 

2. That the committee be requested to place in the hands of the members of this 
Conference such Anti-Tuberculosis campaign literature as may be helpful, and our 
preachers to select some one day during the year when an address shall be delivered 
on this important subject. 

Memorial. — J. J. Stowe presented a resolution on the change of the ritual, 
which was referred to the Committee on Memorials to the General Conference. 

Sabbath. — T. B. Fisher read the report of the Committee on Sabbath Ob- 
servance, which was adopted. (See Supplement.) 

Education. — W. F. Tillett read report No. 1 of the Board of Education. Pend- 
ing the adoption of this report, Prof. W. T. Wynn, of Martin Female College, 
addressed the Conference. The report was adopted. (See Supplement.) 

Memorials. — H. M. Hamill read the report of the Committee on Memorials 
to the General Conference, recommending legislation on the following subjects : 

1. Touching the relation of the Church and the A anderbilt Universit} r . Adopt- 
ed for recommendation. 

2. On the Superannuate Endowment Fund, which, after amendment, was 
adopted. 

3. Concerning the seating of connectional officers in the General Conference. 
Adopted. 

4. Concerning the Methodist Hospital. Adopted. 

5. On changing the ritual. Adopted. 

(For all of these memorials as amended and adopted, see Supplement.) 

Temperance. — Reports Nos. 1 and 2 of the Committee on Temperance were 
read and adopted, and the Secretary was given authority to print the two as one 
report. Report No. 2 as read calls for two delegates to the National Anti-Saloon 
League Convention, which meets in the city of Chicago on December 6-9, 1909. 
The Conference confirmed the appointment of Bishop E. E. Hoss and Prof. W. R. 
Webb, with Prof. H. B. Carre alternate for Bishop Hoss and Prof. John Edgerton 
alternate for Professor Webb. 

Church Property. — The Committee on Church Property submitted its report, 
which was adopted. (See Supplement.) 

A. L. Hodge.— W. R. Lambutli stated that Archibald L. Hodge had been 
taken to Nashville for an operation for appendicitis, and was now in the hos- 
pital, and needed assistance. A collection amounting to $137.60 in cash aijd more 
in subscriptions was taken and sent to Brother Hodge through his presiding elder, 
W. L. Jackson. Special prayer was offered for his safe recovery. 

Epworth League.— George R. Allen read the report of the Epworth League 
Board, which, after a brief address by Paul B. Kern, was adopted. 
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Books and Periodicals. — The report of the Committee on Books and Period- 
icals was read by R. H. Peoples, which, together with a supplementary report of 
the Commissioners of the Midland Methodist , was adopted. (See Supplement.) 

Bible Cause. — E. M. Harrell submitted the report of the Bible Society Board, 
which was adopted. (See Supplement.) 

Full Connection. — Question 4: “Who are admitted into full connection?” 
William M. Mullen, having stood an approved examination and having given sat- 
isfactory answers to the questions propounded in the Discipline, was, by vote 
of the Conference, admitted into full connection. 

Traveling Deacons. — Question 8 : “What traveling preachers are elected dea- 
cons?” William M. Mullen, having stood an approved examination, was elected 
to deacon’s orders. 

Memorial Session. — On motion, the Conference determined to meet in me- 
morial session Sunday afternoon at 3 o’clock. T. B. Fisher was designated by 
Bishop Hoss to preside over this session. 

The Committee on Public Worship announced preaching Saturday afternoon 
at 3 o’clock by Dr. T. C. Schuler, and the Anniversary of the Board of Missions 
at 7 :30 in the evening, addressed by Dr. Lambuth and others.

FIFTH DAY. 

MEMORIAL SESSION. 

Franklin, Tennessee, October 17, 1909. 

The Conference met in memorial session, pursuant to adjournment, at 3 
o’clock Sunday afternoon, with T. B. Fisher in the chair. Hymn No. 597, 
“Servant of God, Well Done,” was sung. A. E. Clement led in prayer. The 
presiding officer read as the lesson Revelation xxii. 1-14. Hymn No. 604, “There 
Is a Land of Pure Delight,” was sung. 

Question 19 was called: “What preachers have died during the past year?” 
Answer. Andrew C. Matthews, Charles E. Heriges, and David Campbell Kelley. 
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The memoir of Brother Matthews was read by A. E. Clement. Loving 
tributes to the memory of this brother were paid by John H. Nichols, Thomas 
L. Moody, R. A. Reagan, and Robert J. Craig. “0 Think of the Home Over 
There" was sung. The memoir was adopted unanimously by a rising vote. 

The memoir of Brother C. E. Heriges was read bv W. H. Johnston. J. T. 
Blackwood, T. L. Moody, J. W. Rooker, W. F. Powers, J. A. McFerrin, J. W. 
Faires, W. J. Collier, and J. D. Hewgley bore testimony to the worth and faith- 
fulness of this good man. The memoir was adopted. 

The memoir of Dr. Kelley was read by Dr. J. J. Ransom. J. B. Erwin, George 
L. Beale, and W. T. Haggard spoke to the memoir, after which it was adopted. 

The memorial session then adjourned. 

SIXTH DAY. 

MONDAY MORNING. 

Franklin, Tennessee, October 18, 1909. 

The Conference was called to order at 8 :30 o'clock, Dr. W. F. Tillett occupying 
the chair by appointment of the Bishop. After singing Hymn No. 1, “0 for a 
Thousand Tongues to Sing,*’ T. S. Cullom read John v. 1-7, and offered prayer. 

The Secretary read the minutes of Saturday’s session, and also the minutes of 
the memorial session Sunday afternoon, and they were approved. 

The Joint Board of Finance submitted Report No. 1, which was adopted. (See 
Supplement.) By order of the Conference the adoption of this report confirmed 
also the election of J. Horton Fall trustee in place of S. J. Keith, deceased. 

Report No. 2 of the Joint Board was read and adopted. (See Supplement.) 
This report answered disciplinary questions as follows : 

Question 29 : “What was assessed by the last Conference for the superannuated 
preachers and the widows and orphans of preachers ?” $8,500. 

Question 30 : “What has been collected on the foregoing account, and how has it 
been applied?” $8,029.77; paid to claimants. 

Question 35 : “What has been contributed for the support of bishops ?” 
$2,787.95. : : - 

Report No. 3 of the Joint Board, giving assessments for next year, was read 
and adopted. (See Supplement.) 

Report No. 4 of the Joint Board was read and withdrawn for further consid- 
eration, and was later submitted and adopted. (See Supplement.) 

The following resolution was adopted : 

Resolved , That we instruct the Joint Board to pay $25 to the Recording Secretary 
and $25 to Statistical Secretary J. M. Vaden out of the minute fund.

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W. T. Thomas submitted Eeport No. 1 of the Board of Church Extension, 
which was adopted. (See Supplement.) The report answered disciplinary ques- 
tion 32 : “What has been contributed for Church extension ?” $5,812.04. 

Eeport No. 2 of the Board of Church Extension was read and adopted. (See 
Supplement.) 

George S. Sexton, of the Texas Conference, representing the General Board of 
Church Extension, was introduced, and addressed the Conference on the Metho- 
dist church enterprise in Washington, D. C. The Board of Church Extension 
offered the following resolution, which was adopted : 

We regret that Dr. George S. Sexton, the Assistant Secretary of Church Extension, 
did not arrive at the seat of the Conference until the action of the Conference Board 
of Church Extension had been finished and the report submitted to the Conference, 
and too late to call a meeting of the Board to take special action at this Conference 
session. The Board, however, took action one year ago. We offer the following reso- 
lution — viz.: We indorse the movement, and hold ourselves ready to cooperate in the 
same. P. A. Sowell, President;

Bishop Hoss entered and assumed the chair. 

P. C. Scales read the report of the Sunday School Board, which was adopted. 
(See Supplement.) 

Virgil Homer Eollins, with papers properly certifying to his ordination in* the 
Methodist Protestant Church, came before the Conference, and, after assuming 
the vows, was recognized as an elder ; and he was admitted into full connection. 

W. F. Tillett read Eeport No. 2 of the Board of Education, which was adopted. 
( See Supplement. ) 

E. P. Anderson read the Treasurer’s report of the Board of Education, which 
was adopted. (See Supplement.) 

George A. Morgan read Eeport No. 2 of the Board of Missions, which was 
adopted. (See Supplement.) 

The following resolution from Dr. Lambuth was read and adopted : 

Whereas for the sake of both economy and increased efficiency of administration 
in the conduct of the work of our Conference Boards it is wise to insure coordinate 
action; therefore be it 

Resolved, That the Boards of Missions, Church Extension, Education, and Sunday 
Schools be requested to appoint two members each to compose a Joint Committee to 
which may be referred such questions for discussion and recommendation as may 
concern the interests of any two or more of said Boards. 

C. E. Wade and F. E. Alford were appointed to take a collection for the Con- 
ference Postmaster, which they did, reporting $12.44. 

H. B. Blue moved a vote of thanks to the Conference Quartet. Adopted. 

W. T. S. Cook read the following resolution, which was adopted : 

Whereas there is a .growing disposition of carelessness on the part of the under- 
graduates about appearing promptly before the committees of examination at the 
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Annual Conference, thereby giving unnecessary trouble to said committees and delay- 
ing the work of the Conference; and whereas some of the undergraduates do not seem 
to appreciate or attempt to take the course in the Correspondence School, hoping 
thereby to evade a rigid examination; therefore be it 

Resolved , That we require all candidates and undergraduates to appear before their 
respective committees before the opening session of the Annual Conference at such 
times and places as the chairmen of the committees may designate, and that exami- 
nations be closed before the hour of the opening session of the Conference not to be 
opened again unless ordered by the Conference. We request all candidates and under- 
graduates to take the course in the Correspondence School. We call attention to the 
fact that the Church, has made it possible for the poorest to do so. Furthermore, we 
request the committees to make the examinations just as rigid with those who do not 
take the correspondence course as the examinations in said course are, thus putting 
all on a common level.

SUPPLEMENT.— REPORTS ADOPTED. 

TEMPERANCE. 

Whereas the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, established for the purpose of 
perpetuating and disseminating the principles embodied in the life of Him who first 
gave to the world the gospel of temperance, has always stood for that which amelio- 
rates the conditions of society and elevates mankind to a higher plane of living; and 
whereas the Tennessee Annual Conference feels a just pride in the honorable record 
of the Church of which it is a part, and recognizes that this is a time when no Chris- 
tian man can afford to take a neutral position, but that all good men should stand 
shoulder to shoulder in the fight for temperance and law enforcement; therefore be it 

Resolved: 1. That we congratulate the State of Tennessee upon the action of the 
last Legislature in passing the laws prohibiting the sale and manufacture of intoxi- 
cating liquors. 

2. That we heartily indorse these laws, and shall do everything in our power in a 
legitimate way to make them effective. 

3. That we insist that all executive officers in the State who have taken oath to 
enforce all the laws shall enforce these as well as others. 

4. That we are unalterably opposed to any backward step in temperance legislation; 
but that we favor any legitimate method that will free our State from the accursed 
traffic in liquor. 

5. That we call upon our representatives in Congress to favor a bill prohibiting the 
shipment of liquor into dry territory. 

6. We indorse the Anti-Saloon League, and recommend that two delegates be ap- 

pointed to represent this Conference in the National Anti-Saloon League Convention, 
which meets in Chicago December 6-9, 1909. J. B. Walker, Chairman;

BOOKS AND PERIODICALS. 

Your committee finds that in general the publishing interests of the Church are 
in very good condition. We note with especial pleasure that the Review is now more 
than paying its way. Its Editor is to be commended for the strength and dignity 
which he is giving to the Review , as well as for his tireless efforts to extend its circu- 
lation. It deserves a much wider circulation throughout the bounds of the Southern 
Methodist Church. 

The Advocate has never maintained a higher standard than at the present, either 
in its editorial columns or in its contributed articles. We note with regret, however, 
that it is still conducted at a loss. This ought not so to be. Its standard of excellence 
ought to place it in every Southern Methodist home. It is not only a periodical of 
the highest order, deserving a place in every Methodist home, but its maintenance is 
essential to the welfare of the Church at large. Your committee feels that the Ad- 
vocate has sustained a great loss in the retirement from its editorial staff of Dr.' John 
M. Moore. We wish him the largest success in his new field. 

The Midland Methodist continues to be a very efficient Conference organ under the 
able editorship of Dr. Schuler. It is to be regretted, however, that the pastors do not 
keep the Church in closer touch with matters of general interest through its columns. 
We recommend that the Conference again invite the Memphis Conference to adopt the 
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Midland Methodist as its organ. The increased patronage could not fail to increase the 
efficiency of the paper. The multiplication of papers is greatly to be regretted. We 
recommend as a commission the following: G. A. Morgan, T. C. Ragsdale, and J. I. 
Finney. 

We note that the Epworth Era is still run at a loss. If it fills a necessary place in 
the Church, it ought to receive a larger support. 

We urge that every preacher and layman ought to feel that the Publishing House 
interests are his interests. Every pastor ought to be an advertising agent for the 
publications of the Church, as well as for books of general literature which might be 
secured through the Publishing House. We suggest that it would be well for the 
House to publish a brief list of the best books from jtime to time — a list that has been 
selected by competent authorities — and that such lists be placed in the hands of the 
pastors. We urge that the pastors seek to introduce the best literature among their 
members. In so doing they will not only do great good, but will become an important 
factor in increasing the business of the Publishing House.

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 



It is a matter of very great regret that so many of our preachers either neglect till 
the very last minute to take the collection for the American Bible Society, or do not 
take it at all.

The 
people would cheerfully give if the matter were brought before them; but because it 
is not done the amount collected for the Bible Society is growing smaller each suc- 
ceeding year. 

Mrs. Russell Sage proposes to give five hundred thousand dollars to the American 
Bible Society on the condition that the Protestant Churches in America give a like 
sum. In view of the absolute merit of the cause, and in the face of this splendid op- 
portunity, we should do our very best. We would, therefore, respectfully recommend: 
(1) That our presiding elders give special emphasis in their Quarterly Conferences 
to the question: “What are we doing for the American Bible Society?” (2) That 
the preachers present the matter as the Discipline directs, and give our people a 
chance to give to this cause.

REPORT ON CHURCH PROPERTY. 

We think, from reports of pastors, that there is an increase in the number and value 
of our churches and parsonages; and, notwithstanding some portions of our territory 
have been swept the past year by cyclones, and many of our churches were damaged 
and some entirely destroyed, yet through the heroic loyalty of our people they have 
been, for the most part, rebuilt. 

We suggest that our presiding elders and pastors use their influence in having all 
our church and parsonage property well insured. 

Further, that our presiding elders not only ask questions of the trustees on church 
and parsonage property, as the Discipline directs, but see beyond a doubt that all deeds 
are recorded and in some known place. 

We deplore the fact that in some instances our church property is not carefully 
looked after and is left open and made a resort for night prowlers. 

We state that it is but little encouragement to any congregation to nicely arrange 
a parsonage and grounds, and then have a pastor to neglect it; and this is doubtless 
the cause in some cases of our pastors having to occupy worse houses than they would 
otherwise have to do. We request that our pastors look after our parsonages* and 
grounds, not allowing them to be neglected and abused, and leave them in the best- 
possible condition for their successors.

SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

While our aim has been to have a Children’s Day service and a collection in every 
Sunday school in the Conference, and your Board has made a very earnest effort to 
accomplish this end, we regret to say that there are forty-six charges that have failed 
to hold any Children’s Day services; or, if they did so, they have failed to report 
and turn over any money to the Treasurer. Your Board, in compliance with the law, 
made an earnest effort to raise as large a collection as possible for the chair of 
Religious Pedagogy and Sunday Schools in Vanderbilt University. We have six hundred 
and thirty-nine schools in the Conference, and only thirty-two made any response to 
our urgent appeal. The entire collection raised from this source was $481.89, of 
which amount West End Sunday School, in the Nashville District, raised $379.97. 
Many of the larger schools that could have easily done so did not respond to the 
call at all. 

We regret to report a falling off in the Children’s Day regular collections. However, 
if we add to the regular Children’s Day collections the amount collected as a special 
fund for the chair of Religious Pedagogy and Sunday Schools, it will give a liberal 
increase over last year’s collections — fully twenty per cent. There also has been less 
demand for literature to aid needy schools, and this leaves a larger sum to be paid 
over by the Treasurer to the chair of Religious Pedagogy and Sunday Schools, making 
the amount thus directed more than $1,000. 

We propose the coming year to make a further effort to raise money to endow 
this chair of Religious Pedagogy and Sunday Schools, and will call upon every Sun- 
day school in the Conference to contribute. With deep sorrow we hear of the serious 
illness of our beloved Agent, Rev. William M. Green, and pray God that he may 
be restored to health and be spared to a life of usefulness; and we ask Bishop Hoss, 
presiding, to reappoint him Agent for the Sunday School Board. 

A large number of charges do not report and turn over the Children’s Day money 
until Conference. This is wrong. All such moneys should be paid to the Treasurer 
immediately after it is collected. The Board unanimously passed the following 
resolution: 

Resolved, That we hereby request the pastors and superintendents of the Sunday 
schools of the Tennessee Conference to see that the Children’s Day Fund be sent to 
the Treasurer of the Sunday School Board immediately after taking the collection in 
the various charges. 

We heartily indorse the plan of the Editor and Secretary of the General Sunday 
School Board to hold a general meeting of Sunday school superintendents in the city 
of Nashville in January, 1910.

EPWORTH LEAGUE BOARD. 

The growth of the Epworth League has been slow, but we trust sure, with a more 
permanent basis for its structure as a needed organization in our great Church. 

The report of the General Secretary shows that the League has gained in member- 
ship, and is making healthy progress generally. 

The Epworth Era enjoys a larger circulation than ever before, and may be used by 
our young people with profit as a stimulus to greater activity in League work and 
higher ideals in the building up of Christian character. 

We heartily indorse the suggestion made by the General Secretary looking toward 
the purchase of the former burying ground and homestead of Bishop William Mc- 
Kendree by the Epworth Leagues of the Tennessee Conference, to be preserved as a 
historic spot, not only to Epworth Leaguers, but to all Southern Methodism. We 
suggest the following committee to carry out the provisions of this article: A. M. 
Trawick, Jr., George R. Allen, Paul B. Kern, R. B. Eleazer, and George W. Nackles. 

We recommend the cooperation of all our pastors in the movement inaugurated by 
the last Epworth League Conference, held at Nashville, calling upon the Leaguers of 
the Tennessee Conference to raise their pledge of $800 for the Galloway Memorial 
Hospital. 

In view of the marked need of trained workers in all departments of young people’s 
work, and the need of presenting to our chosen young men and women the great 
Christian callings, we recommend that there be held, within the bounds of this Con- 
ference, a ten days’ training Conference, where ideals of service and methods of work 
can be presented. With this in view’, we recommend that the President of the Ten- 
nessee Conference Epworth League Board be authorized to appoint a committee of 
five — namely, one representative from the Sunday School Board, one from the Con- 
ference Board of Missions, one from the Epworth League Board, and two others, one 
of whom shall be a layman — to make all necessary plans incident to the carrying out 
of This great work.

BOARD OF EDUCATION.

Report No. 1. 

The Church’s call to the w’ork of education is as imperative and divine as its call 
to the work of evangelization. Side by side with the great commission to preach the 
gospel to every creature stands the other divine commission: “Go teach all nations; 
teach them to observe all things whatsoever I have commanded you.” And it is in 
connection w r ith this latter commission that the precious w’ords are added: “And lo. 
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I am with you alway, even unto the end of the world.” The Churches that have most 
wisely heeded this commission in the past are the Churches that have come to power 
in the world to-day, and the Churches that would lay sure, broad, and deep founda- 
tions for building moral and spiritual empires in the future are those Churches which 
are doing most not only to convert men from sin, but to educate men in right think- 
ing and right living. Never in the entire history of the Christian Church has there 
been greater need for wisdom and divine guidance in the discharge of this important 
trust committed to the Church than at this present time. A crisis has been reached 
that calls for a reaffirmation of the Church’s divine commission to teach. That it is 
the privilege and duty of the Church to found, to own, and to control institutions of 
learning is involved in Methodism’s interpretation of her divine commission. In this 
day when forces are at work seeking to secularize education, and certain philanthro- 
pists are discriminating against institutions that are owned and controlled by the 
Church, it behooves the M. E. Church, South, to reaffirm her purpose to own and* 
control the schools she has founded no less than the churches she has builded and 
the publishing houses she has erected; and all such institutions of learning, be they 
academies or colleges or universities, are servants of the Church to do her bidding. 
But the mission of Methodism through her institutions of learning, no less than through 
her Churches, is not to make narrow ecclesiastics and sectarian bigots, but broad- 
minded and cultured Christian men and women, who are an ornament to society and 
an honor to the citizenship of the State and nation. The institutions that are owned 
and controlled by the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, be it said to their honor, 
while loyal , to the Church that founded and fosters them, are also liberal and loyal 
to the larger Church of Christ, and also to the citizenship of the State, the nation, 
and the world. Not for the many millions of the richest money kings of the world 
can Methodism afford to surrender her claim to the ownership and control of her 
institutions of learning. But if it is her duty to own and control, it is surely no 
less her duty to befriend and foster, to endow and build up by liberal gifts and large 
patronage the institutions which look to her for guidance and control. 

The report of Dr. J. D. Hammond as to the general progress of education in our 
Church during the past year is of great interest and value. It shows that the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, South, has nearly twelve million dollars invested in the build- 
ings and grounds of hey many schools, a gain over last year of more than sixty-one 
thousand dollars. Nearly three hundred and fifty thousand dollars has been added to 
the endowment funds of these institutions, making a total endowment approximating 
three and a half million dollars. There are more than two thousand professors and 
teachers in our various institutions of learning and nearly thirty-four thousand pupils. 
Nine hundred and sixty-one students are reported as studying for the ministry, an 
increase of seventy over last year. We desire to commend to our preachers and people 
the Education Extension Foundation projected by the General Board, which contem- 
plates the raising of a half million dollars in the next five years to meet the many 
growing and pressing needs of the Board for educational extension work in new fields 
and in needy places. The plan is to organize a club of one hundred thousand mem- 
bers, each one of whom will pledge himself to give one dollar a year for the next 
five years. We hope that a large number of our preachers and laymen will join this 
club and help to make the movement a success. 

Martin College is now the property of the Tennessee Conference. During the past 
year the Board of Trustees, elected at the last session of this Conference, met and 
organized by the election of W. F. Tillett President, George L. Beale Secretary, and 
T. E. Daley Treasurer. Judge R. P. McClain, Mr. J. H. Dinning, and Judge J. L. 



L 
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Nolen, it will be remembered, were appointed at the last session of the Conference 
as a committee of lawyers to look after the interests of the Conference in seeing 
that everything connected with the transfer of the college from the old Board to the 
new Board of Trustees was done in proper legal form. Judge Nolen died before the 
committee had time to act, but not before he had had time to show in many ways how 
ready he was to serve the Church that he deeply loved. The other two members of 
the committee gave the matter their most careful attention, as is manifest by the 
report which they have made to the Conference. A new charter was taken out in 
due form; and we suggest that this charter be printed in the Minutes as an appendix 
to this report, for the information of all who may desire now or at any future time 
to consult it. The college property is valued at about $40,000, and there is an endow- 
ment of $30,000 that brings six per cent interest. There is, as reported last year, a 
debt of $18,000 upon the property. We recommend that $3,000 of invested money in 
the hands of the Board of Education be used to reduce this debt to $15,000. The 
report of President Wynn for the past year is full of encouragement. He has more 
boarders than he can accommodate, and has been compelled to rent rooms in an 
adjacent building. His administration of the affairs of the college has given great 
satisfaction to his patrons and to the Board of Trustees, and we predict for the col- 
lege under his presidency a career of constantly increasing prosperity and usefulness 
in the work of Christian education. We call upon our preachers and people to give 
this, the one and only institution of learning belonging to the Conference, their 
hearty encouragement and support. Mr. J. B. Ferguson and Mr. W. J. Yancey have, 
for good reasons, resigned as members of the Board; and we recommend that their 
resignations be accepted and that Mr. W. J. Russell be elected in the place of Mr. 
Ferguson and Prof. F. M. Massey in the place of Mr. Yancey. 

The Methodist Training School at Nashville is doing a much-needed work for the 
M. E. Church, South, and the Tennessee Conference, having this school located in 
its midst, cannot fail to make large use of it in the training of Christian workers 
for service in the home and foreign field. We are glad to commend it to all who 
live in the bounds of our Conference as an institution in every way worthy of their 
patronage and support. 

The report that reaches us from Vanderbilt University shows a year of great pros- 
perity, with 959 students, 115 of which number were preparing for the ministry. 
The report of the director of the Correspondence School gives evidence of the splendid 
service which this school is rendering the young ministers of our Church, having 
enrolled during the past year as many as 1,346. We would urge all the undergradu- 
ates of the Conference to take advantage of the helpful guidance which this school 
w r ill give them in prosecuting their studies. The Biblical Institute was the most suc- 
cessful, helpful, and inspiring that has ever been held, having been attended by about 
250 preachers. We would urge all our preachers, and especially our young preachers, 
to make their plans far in advance to attend, if possible, the sessions of the Institute. 
Generous laymen in Nashville and elsewhere will make it possible for every preacher 
in the Conference to attend who might otherwise be deterred therefrom becausp of the 
cost of board. 

We desire to express our continued appreciation of the work that is being done by 
the many excellent schools in the bounds of this Conference which are conducted by 
Christian men and women who are members of our Church. Not a few of these insti- 
tutions are rendering the Church and the cause of Christian education quite as valua- 
ble service as they could do if they were owned by the Church.

Dr. D. C. Kelley directed that his twentieth century donation of $1,000 and accu- 
mulated interest (which now amounts to $450) should go to establish a scholarship 
in honor of his mother, to be called the “Lavinia Kelley Scholarship,” to aid in the 
education of the daughters of preachers of the M. E. Church, South, at Vanderbilt 
University, the daughters of members of the Tennessee Conference always to have 
the preference. He also directed that his claim upon the Tennessee Conference Broth- 
erhood should be paid to the Commissioner of Education of the Tennessee Conference 
to be used for the education of the daughters of preachers. After consulting and 
advising with his family through his son-in-law, Dr. W. R. Lambuth, as to the wisest 
way in which to use this bequest in keeping with the wishes of the deceased, we are 
prepared to recommend that the amount coming from the Brotherhood be added to 
and made a part of the Lavinia Kelley Scholarship, and that the interest be added 
to the principal until the principal shall amount to $2,000, after which the income 
shall be awarded annually to any daughter of a member of the Tennessee Confer- 
ence who may apply for it and who is prepared to enter Vanderbilt University. In 
case there are two or more applicants from the daughters of members of this Confer- 
ence, it shall be awarded to the one who stands highest in the entrance examinations 
for admission to the university. We desire here and now to express for the 
Conference our grateful appreciation of this gift of our honored father and brother, 
who has so lately left our ranks to join the brotherhood on high, a 'man of God whose 
love for his brethren and for their sons and daughters was a passion in life and now 
becomes by this gift a sacred memory in death which can never be forgotten by the 
living. We pray that God’s blessing may ever attend the use of this scholarship, 
which is no less a memorial of his love for his brethren than it is of his sainted 
mother, Lavinia Kelley.

Report No. 2. 

The Tennessee Conference is to be congratulated upon its coming into possession 
of so valuable a piece of property as Martin College, with an endowment of $30,000 
and buildings and grounds valued at not less than $30,000. It behooves the Conference 
to make much of its new possession. A new possession carries along with it not only 
enlarged privilege and opportunity, but responsibilities and duties coextensive with 
the obligations that are inseparable from possession and control. Boards of Educa- 
tion in the Annual Conferences of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, were 
organized for the purpose of fostering Christian institutions of learning and develop- 
ing a wise and strong system of schools, and the Board of Education of this Con- 
ference rejoices that it now has a trust committed to it that is, in its judgment, in the 
highest degree worthy of its fostering care and support. We accept with pleasure the 
new responsibilities and obligations imposed upon us in connection with this our one 
and only educational possession. 

The trustees of Martin College have met and carefully looked into all the affairs 
of the institution, and have great confidence and well-grounded hopes of a career of 
large usefulness for the college. The trustees of the college send to the Conference a 
request for an appropriation of $2,000 to be entered into the educational budget for 
the coming year, the amount to be used in whatever way the Board of Trustees may 
find to the best interest of the college. The Board of Education not only heartily but 
unanimously approve of this request, and recommend that it be granted. We recom- 
mend that the assessment for education the coming year be placed at $6,000, and that 
4 
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the amount that shall be used to aid beneficiaries of the Board after this year be 
limited to $1,750. 

The Board recommend the appointment of Rev. J. F. Morelock to a professorship 
in Ruskin College, and also that all the young ministers who have requested the 
privilege of attending school the coming year be permitted to do so. The financial 
report will be submitted by the Treasurer. The Twentieth Century Fund, which 
includes the gift of Dr. D. C. Kelley referred to in Report No. 1, now amounts to

Charter of Incorporation of Martin College, Pulaski, Tenn. 

Be it known that W. P. Tillett, George L. Beale, T. A. Kerley, T. C. Ragsdale, T. E. 
Daley, W. J. Yancy, J. W. Cherry, J. R. Stewart, J. B. Ferguson, A. L. King, J. H. 
Dinning, W. B. Taylor, J. J. Stowe, E. B. Chappell, C. L. Cooper, Mark Arrowsmith, 
J. T. Curry, Arthur B. Ransom, L. E. Abernathy, and R. G. Peoples are hereby created 
a body politic and corporate by the name and style of Martin College, under sub- 
section four of Section 2513 of Shannon’s Code, which provides for “The support of 
any literary or scientific undertaking, as a college or university, with powers to confer 
degrees, an academy, a debating society, the establishment of a library, the support 
of a historical society, the organization and support of battlefield associations, the 
promotion of painting, music, or the fine arts, the support of boards of trade or cham- 
bers of commerce, or other objects of like nature.” 

The particular purposes for which this charter is sought are: For the maintenance 
of a school for the education of girls and young women at or in the vicinity of 
Pulaski, Giles County, Tenn., under the fostering care, auspices, and patronage of 
the Tennessee Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 

The general powers of said corporation shall be to sue and be sued by the corporate 
name, to have and use a common seal, which it may alter at pleasure; if no common 
seal, then the signature of the name of the corporation by any duly authorized officer 
shall be legal and binding; to purchase and hold, or receive by gift, bequest, or devise, 
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in addition to the personal property owned by the corporation, real estate necessary 
for the transaction of the corporate business, and also to purchase or accept any real 
estate in payment or in part payment of any debt due to the corporation, and sell the 
same; to establish by-laws, and make all rules and regulations not inconsistent with 
the laws and Constitution, deemed expedient for the management of corporate affairs; 
and to appoint such subordinate officers and agents, in addition to a President and 
Secretary or Treasurer, as the business of the corporation may require, designate the 
name of the office, and fix the compensation of the officer. 

The said incorporators shall, within a convenient time after the registration of this 
charter in the office of the Secretary of State, elect from their number a President. 
They may also elect a Secretary and Treasurer, and the two last-named offices may be 
combined into one, and may be elected outside the Board of Trustees, said incorpo- 
rators to constitute the first Board of Trustees. In all elections each member to be 
entitled to one vote, either in person or by proxy, and the result to be determined by 
the majority of votes cast. The Board of Trustees shall keep a record of all their 
proceedings, which shall be at all times subject to the inspection of any member. The ' 
corporation may establish branches in any other county in the State. The term of all 
offices may be fixed by the by-laws, the said term not, however, to exceed three years. 
All officers and trustees hold over until their successors are duly elected and qualified. 

The general welfare of society, not individual profit, is the object for which this 
charter is granted, and hence the members are not stockholders in the legal sense of 
the term, and no dividends or profits shall be divided among the members. The mem- 
bers may at any time, when authorized by the Tennessee Annual Conference, dissolve 
the corporation by a conveyance of its assets and property to any corporation holding 
a charter from the State for the purposes not of individual profit, first providing for 
corporate debts. 

A violation of any of the provisions of this charter shall subject the corporation to 
dissolution at the instance of the State. 

This charter is subject to modification or amendment. The means, assets, income, 
c r other property of the corporation shall not be employed directly or indirectly for 
any ether purpose whatever than to accomplish the legitimate objects of its creation, 
and by no implication shall it possess the power to issue notes or currency, deal in 
currency, notes, or coin, buy or sell products, or engage in any kind of trading opera- 
tion. nor hold any more real estate than is proper for its legitimate business.

Report of Commission of Lawyers Concerning Martin College. . 

The undersigned, R. P. McClain and J. H. Dinning, together with Judge J. L. Nolen, 
now' deceased, were, at the last session of your Conference, appointed a committee of 
attorneys to act for the Conference in all matters affecting the title and financial 
liability in the purchase and transfer of Martin Female College to the Tennessee 
Conference. 
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After the death of Judge Nolen we were advised, if the surviving members of the 
committee could agree upon the matters referred, there would be no necessity for the 
appointment of any one to fill Judge Nolen’s place, and the remaining committeemen, 
having fully agreed, submit this report. After a full and careful investigation of the 
matters referred, we have reached the following conclusions: 

The Trustees of Martin Female College had a good title to said property, and had 
the right to sell the same to this Conference and to convey to its Board of Trustees. 

We are satisfied that arrangements can be made with the parties holding the $18,000 
of indebtedness by which the same can be carried until the debt can be liquidated by 
the interest arising from the $30,000 of endowment fund, if not otherwise paid, the 
proceeds of which endowment fund are a part of the consideration for the transfer 
and we see no legal objection to the interest on this fund being so applied. 

Having reached these conclusions, and being fully satisfied upon all these points, 
we accepted, as we felt authorized to do, the proposition of purchase as made by the 
Board of Martin Female College, as shown by the minutes of this Conference of 1908. 
The proposition as submitted to the Conference contains a proviso that the matter of 
sale and transfer of the property should be submitted to the approval and confirmation 
of the Chancery Court at Pulaski, Giles County, Tenn. 

Thereupon a charter was prepared for Martin College, which was duly executed by 
a sufficient number of the Board named by you at your last session; and said charter 
having been approved and granted by the Secretary of State, was duly recorded in the 

Register’s office of Giles County, Tenn., in Book No. — , page , all as required 

by the statutes of the State in such matters made and provided. 

The original charter is in the hands of Dr. W. F. Tillett, the President of your 
Board of Trustees for Martin College. 

Thereafter a bill was prepared by W. B. Smithson, attorney for the Board of 
Trustees of Martin Female College, making said college and its Trustees complainants, 
aud filed in said Chancery Court at Pulaski, Tenn., making this Conference and its 
General Board of Trustees, the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, at Pulaski, Tenn., 
and its presiding elder and pastor and official members, the Board of Trustees of 
Martin College, J. T. Curry, and others a Conference committee appointed October, 
1907, and the surviving members of your special committee of attorneys, defendants 
thereto. 

The bill filed set out in detail a full history of Martin Female College — the proposi- 
tions of sale and transfer to the Tennessee Annual Conference, the charter of the 
Conference Board for Martin College, the deed from the Trustees of Martin Female 
College conveying the property to the Trustees of Martin College, this latter paper 
being an escrow, subject to the ratification of the court, and such other matters as 
were thought pertinent to any issue that might be raised. 

Upon the hearing of said case, a decree was pronounced by the Chancellor fully 
ratifying, approving, and confirming the sale as made, and ratifying the deed which 
had been executed, making the same a part of the decree of the court. A certified 
copy of said decree is now of record in the Register’s office for Giles County, Tenn., 

in Book — , page , so that your Board of Trust for Martin College now hold the 

legal title to all of said property for the Conference. 

Allow us, in conclusion, to heartily commend the arduous and faithful services 
rendered by Mr. W. B. Smithson, the attorney for the Board of Trustees for Martin 
Female College.

Brothers J. Allison Molloy, John F. Beasley, and Bell Regen, have labored most 
earnestly and effectively, the three evangelists holding fifty-six meetings, in which 
over seventeen hundred persons were converted and over one thousand joined our 
Church. The cost of this work has been met by freewill offerings, except about $550, 
which amount certain members of the Board of Missions will make good. Our evan-

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gelists have indeed wrought well. They deserve our commendation for past labors 
and our hearty cooperation in days to come. The Board regrets to lose Brother J. F. 
Beasley from the force of evangelists. He returns on his own motion to the pastorate. 

We nominate as Conference evangelist for the ensuing year Rev. J. Allison Molloy. 
Brother Bell Regen, being a layman, is employed directly by the Board. The men serv- 
ing the various missions have, for the most part, been most faithful. We are following 
steadily our plan to reach as best we can all missionary territory, but giving special 
attention to places where strong Churches can be developed. It pains the Board to 
refuse aid to some needy places and to grant but little to others, but we can only 
appropriate the money provided by the Conference. 

As a Conference we must go forward, both in the education of the people and in the 
amount of money raised, and so we conclude this brief report with the following 
resolution : 

Whereas we are in the midst of a great missionary movement at home and abroad; 
and whereas, in the face of imperative needs for more money, our General Board of 
Missions determined in May last not to increase the assessments, but rather to appeal 
to the growing liberality of the Church; 

Resolved, That we not only indorse the “every member” campaign, which looks to a 
contribution for foreign missions from every member of our Church, but that we 
make as our goal the raising of $2 per capita for the extension of the kingdom of God 
in all the world. 

MEMORIALS TO THE GENERAL CONFERENCE. 

Your Committee begs leave to submit the following report. There were referred to 
the Committee the following Memorials: 

1. A memorial as to Vanderbilt University. 

2. A memorial as to the proposed Methodist Hospital. 

3. A memorial as to the Superannuate Fund. 

4. A' memorial as to allowing seats in the General Conference to connectional officers. 

5. A memorial as to change in Ritual for baptism. 

The Committee approved and recommends for adoption by the Annual Conference the 
memorials as to the Hospital, the Superannuate Fund (except its fourth petition), 
and the seating of connectional officers, the last-named memorial having been mod- 
ified by the addition of one word, and the memorial as to the change in wording of 
the Ritual. As to the Vanderbilt memorial, on request of a number of brethren not 
members of the Committee, but in council with it, the memorial was amended in one 
or two verbal changes and omissions, and in the method of appointing members upon 
the University Board of Trust, after which it was unanimously approved and com- 
mended for adoption.

Vanderbilt University. 

Four years ago, on the eve of the General Conference of 1906, the Tennessee Annual 
Conference adopted a memorial to the General Conference invoking its consideration 
of certain grave and imminent matters relating to Vanderbilt University, and urging 
that body to determine the pending questions of ownership and control of the uni- 
versity by the Church, of the right under the university charter of episcopal super- 
vision of the university, and of any other mooted questions of the relationship of the 
university and the Church. 

This memorial, with others of like character from other Annual Conferences, was 
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•duly presented to the General Conference of 1906, and the questions involved were 
submitted by it to a commission of five prominent lawyers of the Church, known as the 
“Vanderbilt Commission,” who were given full authority to determine all legal ques- 
tions and to make known their findings to the Church. This duty, after months of 
investigation and full hearings from all parties officially interested in the action of 
the Commission, was completed, and the report of the Commission was published to 
the Church. In brief, this report strongly affirmed the Church’s ownership of the 
university and its right of control, the rights of the bishops as “common law visitors” 
under the charter and by the findings of the Commission. 

Notwithstanding this legal and authoritative deliverance by a special commission 
of the Church, it is to be deeply deplored that the settlement of the questions at issue 
has not followed the Commission’s findings; but, on the contrary, there is continued 
widespread unrest in the Church over conditions that yet obtain and that make against 
both Church and university. Among these causes of dissatisfaction and criticism is 
an evident lack of hearty acceptance and cordial and loyal support on the- part of 
some toward the findings of the Commission. 

In view of these and other unsatisfactory conditions, the Tennessee Annual Confer- 
ence does hereby memorialize the General Conference of 1910 to take such conclusive 
action as will fully and finally assure to the Church the ownership and control of the 
university, with all rights accorded to the Church and the bishops by the university 
■charter and the findings of the Vanderbilt Commission; and to make effective by what- 
ever legislation is needed the law of the Church and the findings of the Commission 
as to appointment of members of the University Board of Trust. 

We further ask, as an Annual Conference, that the General Conference shall enact 
that in future the members of the University Board of Trust shall be nominated by the 
Board of Trust and confirmed by the College of Bishops; and that the duties of the 
College of Bishops as common law visitors as defined by the Vanderbilt Commission 
and the University charter shall be recognized as imperative.

1. Recognizing the fact that the present method of support of the superannuated 
preachers of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, rests entirely on a benevolent 
basis, and in its operation is not only inadequate and disproportionate, but frequently 
humiliating to the delicate sense of the true manhood of our ministry, therefore we,, 
the Tennessee Annual Conference of 1909, respectfully memorialize the General Con- 
ference of 1910 that they recognize the support of our superannuates as an inherent 
right and resting on the same basis as the salaries of our bishops, presiding elders, 
and preachers in charge. 

2. Having thus regarded the support of superannuates as an inherent right and not 
a benevolence, we respectfully suggest that the amount paid to superannuates be 
regulated by the time of active service in the regular itinerant work. 

3. We further memorialize the said General Conference that the present Endowment 
Fund for Superannuates be held as a perpetual fund, and that the income from said 
fund, in .addition to the general distribution to all the Conferences, may also be avail- 
able for the relief of specially necessitous cases, and for the aid of superannuates 
in weaker Conferences, thus more nearly equalizing their maintenance throughout 
the connection. 

4. That the General Conference be hereby memorialized to arrange for an annual 
assessment upon the Church for the benefit of our Superannuate Fund.

of a man is the breadth of his sympa- | 
thies, is- the range of his friendship, is 
the quality and variety of his activities, j 
Measured in these three ways, Dr. Kel- 
ley was a notable figure in the world of 
our day, and especially in our Methodism. 
In 1861 he was an Abolitionist and a 
Unionist; but for four years he drew in 
the cause of the Southern Confederacy 
one of the keenest sabers that

Of 
late years he had held the appointment 
of Conference Missionary Secretary. Un- 
questionably Colonel Kelley possessed 
military genius of a high order. First 
of all, he possessed the unconsciousness of 
supreme courage. In recent years Dr. 
Gamewell, of the M. E. Church, mission- 
ary to China, won lasting renown by his 
defense of the embassies and foreign resi- 
dents of Peking during the Boxer trou- 
bles. But Dr. Gamewell was happy in 
having received the education of a mili- 
tary engineer. The utmost of Dr. Kel- 
ley’s attainments was the calculus as 
taught in an ante-bellum Southern col- 
lege. Beginning as captain of a company 
of troopers raised by himself in July, 
1861, he rose to be colonel, second in 
command to Forrest. “Fourteen times 
he was first in command in impor- 
tant engagements, in seven of which, as 
brigade commander, he handled with 
eminent success artillery, cavalry, and 
infantry. Only once was he unsuccessful 
in these fourteen engagements when in 
independent command.” Lord Wolseley, 
writing of General Forrest, added: “His 
second in command, D. C. Kelley, a cler- 
gyman as styled in England, preacher in 
America, is as brave a man as ever 
smelled gunpowder.” In educational 
matters Dr. Kelley made a positive con- 
tribution of lasting value to the Church. 
Corona Institute was in its day a school 
of real merit, with perhaps as high a 
curriculum as any school for young wom- 
en had attained in the South up to that 
period. He wrought for a higher ideal 
as president of the Board of Trustees of 
the Nashville College for Young Ladies, 
popularly known as “Price’s College,” and 
“correlated,” on paper at least, with Van- 
derbilt University. He was also the 
founder of an “Aid Society” for the edu- 



cation of young preachers, which helped 
quite a number of deserving young men 
to prepare for their life work in the min- 
istry. He wrote the resolution out of 
which came the movement to establish a 
“Central University.” When it seemed 
certain that dissensions and apathy m the 
Church would defeat the project to found 
“Central University,” the whole situation 
was changed by the stroke of a pen in 
the gift of $500,000 by “Commodore” Van- 
derbilt. The university became “Vander- 
bilt University,” and Dr. Kelley was the 
first secretary of its Board of Trust. He 
had decided ability of expression, which 
might have given him a permanent place 
in literature had his gifts been patiently 
cultivated. As editor of the Round Table, 
a magazine which he projected, he gave 
promise of doing a work in independent 
journalism which nobody has yet done on 
Southern soil; but the venture “failed for 
lack of an adequate support.” His mind 
was quick to grasp great issues, rather 
than profound in elaborating great phi- 
losophies. The missionary enterprise was 
never off his heart, and perhaps more 
than any other one man in Southern 
Methodism he contributed to the organi- 
zation of the Woman’s Foreign Mission- 
ary Society of the Church. One of the 
earliest “rescue movements” in Nashville 
was undertaken by the women of McKen- 
dree and the city during his pastorate of 
McKendree Church. In recent years he 
had given himself, with failing bodily vig- 
or, to Conference missions and to the 
service of the Society for Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals. In particular, the 
Brazil Mission owed him an unspeakable 
debt as its projector and the fervent sup- 
porter of its every permanent enterprise 
in the first years of its existence. On 
March 23, 1909, he learned, while attend- 
ing the Murfreesboro District Conference, 
that it had been impossible to supply Bon 
Air and Clifty Mission. Immediately, on 
the- Conference floor, he offered himself 
as a candidate for the place until a young 
man could be secured. To my surprise,, 
he entered on the work with all the vig- 
or and fire for which he had been famous 
in his youth, and took no note of his 
more than seventy-five years’ incessant ac- 
tivity. His practical pastoral touch, his 
perfect simplicity, his tenderness* of heart 
won the hearts of all the mountain peo- 
ple, rich and poor, lettered and untaught,, 
alike. But he was “as old as Ms arteries” 
The mountain climbs, the tireless pas- 
toral service, the repeated pulpit efforts 
exhausted the feeble remnant of his phys- 
ical strength. The week before he died! 
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he wrote me that next Monday he was 
going, down the mountain, hoping some- 
where, somehow, to fall in with me on 
the way, that he had so much to tell me. 
The letter went to Murfreesboro, then fol- 
lowed me through Grundy, Van Buren, 
and White Counties, finally catching up 
at McMinnville; but when I had received 
it, he had not only “gone down the moun- 
tain,” he had traversed “that deep valley” 
to the sunlit hills beyond. He entered 
into rest on Saturday, May 15, 1909. 
Rabbi Lewinthal has written of him: “The 
genial face, the ready grasp of the hand, 
the eyes that reflected so much soul are 
no longer in our midst; but we who knew 
him best and loved him most tenderly 
will never forget him. . . . Soft be 

his slumbers! The planets in their revo- 
lutions will shine on the spot where his 
mortal remains are interred, but they will 
never shine on a grave more honored than 
the one of him to whom we have this 
night paid a brief and merited tribute.”

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CHARTER OF TENNESSEE CONFERENCE. 

“Acts of the Tennessee Legislature, 1869-70, Chapter LVI., Sections 4-9, Page 365. 

“Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, That the Tennessee Annual Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South, be, and the same is hereby, incorporated; and by that 
name may sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, and may take and hold property, 
real, personal, and mixed, and all conveyances, devises, and legacies, and all other 
donations of every kind and description to the said corporation shall be good and 
valid although said corporation may not be correctly described, provided enough ap- 
pears, aided by extrinsic proof, written or parol, to show that the said corporation is 
the intended grantee or donee. 

“Sec. 5. Be it further enacted. That the affairs of said corporation may be managed 
by the said Tennessee Annual Conference, or any five persons said Conference may 
elect or appoint, said persons to be elected or appointed annually by said Conference, 
and shall continue in office until their successors are elected or appointed and enter 
upon the duties of the office, one of whom shall be by said five persons elected presi- 
dent of their body; and they may elect such other officers as they may think proper 
and necessary for the management of the affairs of said corporation. 

“Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, That the property which said corporation is author- 
ized to take and hold shall be applied to such purposes as the grantor or donor may 
designate; and if no particular purpose is designated, then to such religious, charita- 
ble, literary, or missionary purposes as said Conference may designate consistent with 
the provisions of this Act of Incorporation and the laws of the land; and in the event 
the purpose which any grantor or donor designates cannot, for any cause, be carried 
into effect, then said Conference may apply the subject-matter of such conveyance or 
gift to any of the general purposes above designated. 

“Sec. 7. Be it further enacted, That said corporation may hold property of any kind 
in trust for such religious, charitable, literary, or missionary purposes as the grantor 
or donor may designate, not inconsistent with the laws of the land. 

“Sec. 8. Be it further enacted, That said corporation, or the five directors which said 
Conference may elect or appoint, shall have power to elect or appoint a treasurer of 
said corporation, either one of their own body or any other person, who shall hold his 
office for such time as said Conference or said directors may designate, and shall give 
bond and security for the faithful performance of his duties in such penalty as said 
Conference or directors may deem just and proper. 

“Sec. 9. Be it further enacted, That a majority of the directors authorized to be 
elected or appointed by said Conference shall constitute a quorum to do business, and 
may prescribe such duties for the officers thereof and adopt such rules for the gov- 
ernment of their body as they think right and proper; and said corporation may sell 
and convey by the usual modes of conveyance any property they may take or hold in 
furtherance of the objects and purposes above mentioned; and said corporation shall 
possess and exercise all the rights and powers necessary and proper for effectually 
carrying out said objects and purposes.”
